Library Trustees’ Report. 


The Trustees of the Weeks Public Library respect- 
fully submit to the town their ninth annual report. 

At the present time there are 4,194 volumes in the 
library, an increase of 151 since our last report. They 
comprise 2,520 volumes of fiction, 185 volumes of biogra- 
phy, 519 volumes of history, 151 volumes of travel, 209 
volumes of literature, 173 volumes of poetry and 437 vol- 
umes of religious and scientific works and books of ref- 
erence, 

The library has been open as usual during the year, 
with the exception of one day which was very stormy. 
Books have been taken out 3,714 times, an average of 36 
books each library day. The largest number of books 
taken out on any one day was 95; the smallest 10. Of the 
books taken out 3,502 have been fiction and 212 literature, 
travels, etc. 

Mr. John C. Batchelder presented to the library during 
the year 12 volumes. There have been purchased 139.

It will be noticed that fewer books have been taken 
out during the year, though the number is still large for a 
town of this size. 

There have not been as many books purchased as in 
former years. This can be explained by the fact that the 
standard sets of authors are filled and the newer publica- 
tions average about $1.00 a volume. 

The shelves are so crowded with books, that it has 
been necessary to build another book stack, which will soon 
be completed and ready for use. 

The trustees have met with a serious loss during the 
past year, in the death of Rev. John A. M. Chapman, D. 
D. who has served as trustee of the library for a period of 
seven years. By his wise guidance, his sane judgment, 
and his great knowledge of books, he has rendered cheerful 
service at all times. He was an honored member of the 
Board of Trustees, and a distinct loss to the library.
